IXDIAXS AS SOLDI E US. 



Capt. C. E. S. MACDoyALD, the well- 
known San Fraiiciscc military man, 
whoso efforts to induce the United 
States Government to do justice to the 
American Indians have Vicou frequent- 
ly referred to in these columns, still 
continues his philanthropic work. His 
contention is that whereas a dead In- 
dian is worthless, a live Indian may ho 
turned to good account if he is given 
the ballot, an(l is taught the art of war, 
the manual of ai'nis, and the in- 
dustrial pursuits of tho whites, lie 
favors the employment of Indians as 
soldiers on the plains, and urges that a 
sufficient numher he immediately or- 
ganized into regiments for tho purpose 
of preserving tho peace and protecting 
their own people against the insults and 
outrages of the white scttler.s. In an 
"open letter" addressed to General 
Sherman, C'ai)tain Macdonald re- 
marks: 

"You complain of 'losing in tlicso dis- 
turbances so many valuable officors and 
men,' and that Hho settlor often tind.s 
his home biu-ned, his children murdered, 
and his stock stolon.' Why not inform 
tho G'jvornniont of tho othorsidoof tho 
the question? How Indiana by hundreds 
were iiiurdereil (buth wonioii and cliilil- 
ron), robbed (}f tlioir lands and cattle, and 
shot down for tlie ploa.siiro of seeing thoiu 
dio. This usually is dono by that indi- 
vidual you are pleased to term a settler. 
In plain truth, Hcvon-eighths of that 
class of citizens arc border-ruflians, 
monte-playors, convicts, deserters from 
tlie army and navy — in fact, they leave 
tlio cities for tho frontiers to escape pim- 
ishment for their crimes, and they are of 
tho class that tho Indian has to contend 
with, and have a vote, and, of course, are 
hono'-ed hy our ollicials. The lives of 
sucli people ;iro valiialilo; tlio Indian's is 
wortlile.ss, being witliout a vote." 

further on tho ca])tain veni-Hrks sen- 
tentiously, 

"In the British poRsessions it only re- 
quires a few mounted policemen to keep 
order. They treat tho Indians justly, 
and punish them when tliey do wrong," 
and their oppressors are allowed no more 
privileges than tho savago. Give us a 
new plan to solve this Indian problem- 
net one that has proved a failure for hun- 
dreds of years. Pos30.'<sing so much tal- 
ent, why not make an effort and organize 
these people after tho example sot by 
French and Englishmeuf" 

Further on Cajjtaiu Macdonald re- 
minds tho Gouonil that the nfition can- 
not conimajid the cardinid virtues for 
$13 per month, and after urging upon 
Genebal Sher-ma.v's attention the im- 
porfcauce of oi'ganizing tho Indians afi a 
military body, the letter concludes: 

"Let me, if you please, attract your 
attention to tho grand force, struggl- 
ing forward through a territory as 
rugged as that over followed, who are now 
penetrating the lierotofore impregnable 
passes of Afgh.ani.staii. No fancy jtaiuts 
the picture; but thirty-tive miles, 
in length of column, of living, robust and 
ti'ained natives (not to bo compared in 
physique with tho American Indian) are 
plodding their way to certain victory, led 
by Anglo-Saxons, and only tho slow 
movements of tho hand of time retard 
tho planting of tho banner of St. George 
and the Dragon upon everj' peak and in 
every canon held by tho Anioor. If his- 
toiy guides our footsteps with its more 
than electric light, is it not tho vilest of 
absurdities to hide experience in tho 
shade of imbecility?

PAUPERISM IN- ENGLAND. 



A scheme for getting I'id of the pau- 
pers of England, who annually con- 
sume forty million dollars of the taxes 
collected from the thrifty worker.s, is 
proposed in the iVt«f;''e)i/// Cenlur)/. It 
involves a kind of conijjulsory national 
insurance. Assuming that each young 
laborer can afford to save sovent^'-five 
dollars in two or three years, while he 
has health and strength to work, it pro- 
poses that the Government .shall col- 
lect this amount from him and deal it 
out to him again when, through sick- 
ness or incapacity for work, arising 
from any cause, he may be tin-own as a 
charge upon the country. The Post 
Office Department, which already com- 
prises a savings ijank, is to bo entrust- 
ed with tlio insurance business. It is 
claimed that this scheme, if carried 
out, would prevent additions to the 
present number of male paupers. If 
the assumption that the laborer gets 
more wages than he needs is true, lie 
should, of course, bo eneourag(!d in 
.saving habits; but the attemfit to com- 
pel him to .save in the manner proposed 
would, in all probability, fail. A vast 
majority of men and women manage 
to lay by something for "rainy days," 
and it is of less importance to save the 
few from becoming paupers than to 
preserve tlie independence and self-re- 
liance of the many. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 



On the subject of the entrance of 
Newfoundland into Confederation, the 
St. John A^eioB says: — "It is true the 
times ar£ not favorable to the assump- 
tion by CJanada of further heavy obli- 
gations of a pecuniary character. But, 
in the nature of things, bettfer times 
"cannot be very far off; and, when they 
come, the accession of Ncwfonndland 
need not be dreaded on account of new 
burdens to be borne. Canada iu deep- 
ly concerned in having its territory 
j)roperly rounded oil and tjuite as deep- 
ly in tho establishment of the shortest 
possible mail route between the two 
continents. Tho continental terminus 
on this side during the navigablo por- 
tions of the year in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, must be sonic Canadian har- 
bor, probably Paspcbiac, in the Bay 
Chuleur, and that terminus will he 
connected with the Intercolonial rail- 
road by a brancii line. Any movements 
• made in this paattev during the ensuing 
parliamentary session will bo wat^jhed 
■with interest," 



ASniAY. 

Tl .^usually wci. n* 1 Victoria 
corrbdpondent of the a ,Jand Guar- 
dian is somewhat astray on the dele- 
gate question. In his last letter he re- 
marks : 

"It is said, and with good foundation, 
that tho Walkem Govoniment contoin- 
[ilate sending DcCosmoa to Ottaw.i to con- 
fer with tho Federal Government on rail- 
road matters, but fearing popular indigna- 
tion tliey withdrew his name at tho last 
monicnt. What would tlio Jhiinland think 
if DeCosmos wore autliorizcd to speak for 
the Province on railway mattoi'sf" 

In justice to the Government wo 
think wo ought to state that they 
never "contemplated sending" Niv. Di:- 
CoSMos to Ottawa as a di^legate. The 
Government, from thi; first, were op- 
posed to the proposition and deserve 
l)rai.so for their opposition. The pre.s- 
sent Government have made blund- 
ers; but they were right in tho 
delegate matter, and " W." ought to give 
them credit instead of censure.

— The explosion of 
a bomb near the palace of Minister 
Tisza, on the evening of his reception, 
ia regarded now as a joke of inter- 
nationalists.

Tho Court resumed sitting at 10 o'clock 
and tho Grand Jurj' proceeded to consider 
tho caBO of Robert Smith, indicted for ob- 
taining money with intent to defraud. It 
will bo remembered that it i.i alleged tho 
defohflant rccoivod certain suuia of money 
from Indians named Toby and Jacob on 
tlie condition that ho -ivould providecouu- 
sel for them during their trial. This it in 
jiUcged he failed to do. Tho Grand Jury 
after an absence of half an liour returned 
to tho Court-room with a true bill. Tho 
defendant applied for a postponement of 
his trial until Saturday next as ho was not 
prepared with his defense. Tlie learned 
judge granted the application. The fore- 
man of tho jury handed to tho Court the 
following petition received from Petty 
.Jurors residing in the district : 
To (lie Gnind Jur>j, City uf Victoria: 

The liumble petition of tho undersigned 
jurors summoned to attend the Assizes 
now ill seission liuinbly .shewotli: That wo 
reside in the outlying tlistricts and conse- 
quently aroput to great inconvonienco in 
having to attend at Victoria during the 
sitting of tho Court whicli is likely to last 
many days, the distance most of us havoto 
come, compels us to drive or ride and 
some have to hire horses. Tluit ou ac- 
count of tho late hour the Court adjourns 
antl the early hour it sits it is imposaflilo 
for most of us toretiu'n home, but we aro 
compelled to st.ay in A^ictoria at a great 
expense for boai-d jtiid lodging .and keep of 
horaea. 

Wo tliorefiu'o humbly ])ray that you 
may be pleased to present tho above to the 
judges with a recommendation that wo 
should be reimbursed our expenses and a 
small amount of mileage. 

And your petitioners, etc. 

[Here follow the nnincs of 20 jurors 
from Victoria District.] 

His Lordship stated that tho petition 
would bo forwarded to the proper (piartor 
where it doubtless would receive the con- 
sideration to which it was entitled. It 
was a question, however, in His Lordship's 
mind wliethcr the jurors from thedistrict, 
wlio it seemed to him had beonsunimonod 
for tho first time, had been put to greater 
inconvenience than Victorians who had 
been summoned to attend session after 
session.' Tho petition, however, would 
be duly forwarded.

The Grand Jury respectfully present 
that in tlieir consideration of Indian of-

ties; it being evident that serious crimes 
might frequently be prevented if the In- 
dians had the opportunity of submitting 
their difHculties to some person authoriz- 
ed to deal with them on tho spot.

Virgins' Bonos. ' 

[Cologne Letter in riiilaacliiliia Lcxlger.] 

The virgin.s' bones arc a greater 
curiosity in Cologne than the cathedral, 
and yet wo rarely hear of theui in 
America. Among thousands of legends 
of the Rhine is that - of the pious St 
Ursula and the 11,000 vu'gins who, 
1,400 years ago, went up the river on 
a pilgrimage to Boine, and, returning, 
were all murdered liy the liun.s. Their 
bones were all gathered together, and, 
in some way unexplained, were* brought 
to Cologne and buried in a common 
tomb, over which, for many years, was 
erected the present church of St. Ur- 
.sula, which is S.'iO years old. Sub.so- 
quentliy the bones were e.\lmin('(l 
from beneath the church, brought up 
into it and placed around it, forming 
one of tho most cxtroardinary dis- 
plays that the eyes of man over wit- 
nessed. The church is not very large, 
and its heavy walls, low ceilings, and 
ancient style of construction show its 
antiijuity. All around this church aro 
encased the skulls and bones, liugo 
stone receptacles' being filled with 
them, with apertures in tho sides 
through which the bones can bo seen, 
and the skulls being put on rows of 
little shelves divided oil' like jiigcon 
holes." All the skulls have the part be- 
low tho forehead covered with needle- 
work and embroidery, and some of 
them are inlaid with pearls and pre- 
cious stones. The collection is certain- 
ly a remarkable one, then.; being, be- 
sides the collection of bones, ('igliteen 
hundred of these skulls arranged in 
cases around the church, while in 
an apartment known as tho treasury, 
which is about thirty feet ,s(piarp, there 
there are seven luiiidred and thirty-two 
more skulls upon the walls, and the en- 
tire u]>per portion is covered with 
bones, which are arranged everywhere, 
excepting where tho windows let in 
light. Here, under special gla.ss cases, 
are the .skulls of St. Ursula herself and 
her lover and several of the principal 
virgins, together with the bones of her 
right and loft arm and one foot. There 
aro also othm- relics, including one of 
the alaba.stcr vases wheroiu the Sa\'iour 
turned the water into wine. This vas(; 
would hold about four gallons, but 
part of the mouth and one handle are 
gone, and it is so cracked and dilapi- 
dated that it probably will hold very 
little now.

A jMexicandispatch describesa fright- 
ful storm which recently swept over a 
portion of tho State of Coahwilla. It 
says: About 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
the clouds commenced to lower and 
soon the heavens became as black as 
night. A torrent of rain, accompanied 
by the most fearful storm and light- 
ning, fell with terrible fury. Tho 
torrent continued for an hour with un- 
abated force, when a shower of hail- 
stones fell, some of which were nearly 
as large as oranges. During tho time 
the mountains seemed to shako from 
their foundation and the earth ajipcar- 
od to tumble as if stricken by an earth- 
quake. The next day's investigation 
showed that disastrous ravages had oc- 
curred. The vaequoros found whole 
herds of cattle beaten to death by hail- 
atones and ilocks of sheep were deci- 
mated. The bodies of dead coyotes and 
other wild animals were found down 
the valleys, evidently having fled from 
the mountains through fright. Crops 
suffered greatly, and in one instance 
the hail literally covered an immense 
field. A number of human lives were 
lost. The storm was the most destruc- 
tive and frightful ever known in the 
State.
